These men 
are Charles B. Horton, director of the 
Scout Masters’ Training Schools and 
Camps, Frederick N. Cooke, Jr., who 
will have charge of the business ad¬ 
ministration of the National Head¬ 
quarters, and Thomas B. Adams, who 
as financial secretary will have an im¬ 
portant work to do. 

Admiral Lord Charles Bpresford of 
England who is the Chief Sea Scout 
of the British Boy Scouts gives this 
warning to the boys as to what they 
should do. “Scouts should be careful 
as to the literature they read. A large 
part of modern literature is trashy and 
useless, and breeds no fine or manly 
ideas.
